The Rosebery Administration Beslgrns 
—Lord Salisbury Will Form a 
New Cabinet. 

Proceedings in tho Honse of CommonB 
Yesterday— Vernon Harcoart's

<,JQpMDOK, June 21 —In the House of Com 
mona ' tO'dajr there was a most animated 
scene, and oataj^e tlie homes oL.parllamenb 
large crowds of people gatheted eagerly die- 
ouBsing the aituatiou, (The Speaker, Mr. 
Win. Court Gully, took the chair ab 3 p.m. 
Soon afterwards the Secretary of State for 
War, Mr. Campbell-Bannerman, entered the 
house amid prolonged Liberal cheers. Mr, 
Rklfour followed and was greeted with vig- 
01 ona sheers from his supporters. At 3:30 
p m., tho Chanoollor of the Rmhequor, Sir 
Vv'illiarii Vernon Haroourtj, entered the 
liouae, and tho Liberals rose in a body and 
cheered hlu) to the echo. The supporters 
of Mr. Chamborlain mado a similar dem- 
onatration when tho Unionlob leader entered. 

Sir William V ernon Haroourb said : "lb 
Is my duty to make the announcement to 
the home thai tHo division on Friday lasb 
was a vote of oenticra on the secretary of 
war, than whom never a motc Kbb, respeob- 
ed or more popular minister over held ofiSoe. 
The government, of oourse, asaoolated tbem- 
selvea with their colleague, and feeling un- 
able to pa<8 the votes for supply, resigned, 
and their resignation had ' bran :'aooepted. 
Under ordinary oirdiimatanoea' lb wbnra' he 
incumbent to move an ad journinenVbnt the 
eearfisherias bill must be passed before Jnly

The Chanoellorof the Ezchoquerthen said

Mr. Balfonr criticized the oondnot of the 
govemmenb. He aaid he thoughb tho con- 
stitutional manner of proooeding would 
have been to advise tho Queen to dlBioIve 
parliament instead of throwing the burden 
of continulnft' the government on the opposi- 
tion. Ab 3:43 the house went Into oommlb- 
tee on the seal fisheries bill. 

£lo8t of the members left when the house 
went into committee. Numerous questions 
were asked regarding tho aKreemenb with 
RuBsia on the Bebring son question, end the 
oomplaiats rooeived from the government of 
the Dominion of Canada on tho game acb- 
ject. 

The parliamentary Bocretary of the foreign 
office.

torminc a new cabinet, which will be com- 
posed of both seoblona of tho Unionist 
party. 

G.'ho Times says that Lord Rosebery re- 
signed on Saturday evening: "We under- 
stand that absolute agreement prevailed in 
the cabinet council on Satucuay as to tho 
resignation. There wag a coneoneua of 
opinion that Mr. Campbell-Bannerman bad 
been insalted aud that bis retiremenb from 
ofSoe mnib mean the breaking up of the 
oabineb," 

CommentlDg upon tho resignation of the 
mioiatry the Times says : " The minlstere 
must be congratulated upon having rejected 
trickery and the cowardly advice of one of 
their Bopporters to. remain in ofiSoe, Ob- 
ataoles to the assnmpbien of office by bbo 
Unionist oDolition have .been grossly exag- 
gerated and oan be easily overeome. We 
believe Lord Salisbury will feel it his duty 
to accept the task of forming a cabinet, and 
the new ministry will be composed o( both 
seotions of the Unionist party. The dlaso- 
lution with a view to whieb a Unionlab min- 
istry will be formed oannob long be delayed, 
and lb will nub be necessary to fill all tho 
placoB in tho ministry before taking atepa 
for an Immediate appeal to tho country." 

The Daily Nqwb (Liberal) says: "The 
Queen baa accepted Earl Rosebery's resigna- 
tion as she accepted Mr. Gladstone's, with- 
out any expression of that reluotanoo wlbh 
which ahe favored Lord Salisbury. Tho 
pfltiag f>f the oabineb was chiefly oooupiod 
in weighing the reapective argumenta for 
dissolution and reeigQat!o:>. Tho i>iea of 
reversing Friday's vote and proceeding with 
business found very little support. \Ve be- 
lieve both Lord Rosebery and Sir Vernon 
Harcourt from the first strongly favored the 
course ultimately adopted. Lord Rosebery 
considered that the government, which was 
weakened by defeat in the comfnons,. was 
not well qualified to deal with foreign affairs. 
When Sir Vernon Harcoarb baa annonnced 
bhe resignation in the oommons he will 

Srobably move an adjournment for a few 
iys. She impression prevails that Lord 
Silisbnry will dissolve parliament Immedi- 
ately. It is well known that tbe opposition 
believe as election in Jnly will give them 
the beat chance of getting a majority." 

The Daily News says in an editorial : 
Lord Rosebery and his colleagues have 
shown a high rod promiaent sonao of what 
their honor and duty requiroa. lb would bo 
a base nob to deaorb Mr. Campball Banner- 
man. Moreover tho government is ab the 
mercy of acoidonta and an uneipeoted oat- 
astrophe and cannot conduct buaineaa with 
credit to tbemBolvea or advantnge to the 
country.

JAPAN AND EOBBA. 

The People of tbe Hermit Kingdom Lookine: 
to Bnssla— Opposed to Japanese 
Methods. 

San Fkancisoo, Juno 24. — The steamer 
Coptic arrived laat night from Yokohama, 
brf^ging t'ne following advioes : 

Yokohama, June 7. — Although no Inter- 
national oomplioationa are apprehended on 
account ' of Formosa, the latest Korean de* 
volopmenb la justly regarded wlbh great 
anxiety. Count Inouye, Japaneae repre- 
coutativo at Seoul, hB3 been called ostea- 
aibly to take part In a consultation aa to the 
future policy of Japan, but it ia really be- 
lieved to diaousa the qaeation of abandoning 
entirely all attempts to introduoo aooial and 
political reforms into the Korean monarchy. 
Until a few weeks ago the dominaticg in- 
fiuonce of Japan was easily maintained, 
but since the annonncemenb that Japan 
bad Acoeded to tbe recent demand of Ruosia 
ond her allies, the Koreana have oonvinood 
thomselvoa that Russia alone is to be feared 
and courted, and that they may safely re- 
pediate their pledges to t'uc island empire. 
Tho ministry of Kim Hong, which rules un- 
der Inouye, was overthrown on June 1. A 
new cabinet was formed, the leading mem- 
bers of wbish are avowedly opposed to the 
adoption of the Japanese methods of re- 
form. 

London, Juno 24. — A diepatoh to the 
Timeo from Kobe says the Japanese govern- 
ment are determined not to permit any 
alteratiou of their policy, A joint commit- 
tee of the opposition parties has been dis- 
solved and their meetings prohibited. De- 
epite these measnres a reoonstrnotion of tho 
cabinet is probable. Count Inonye has re- 
turned to Japan and the Korean question is 
being earnestly discussed.

Senators Macdonald and Mclnnes 
Strongly Present the Claims of : ,

The Premier's Eeply— Some Benefits 
Sho Has Eecflived -Future 
Developments. 

Ottawa, June 19: — (Spooial) — In the-; 
Senate yesterday afternoon Senator Mac-- ' 
donald called attention to the oommeroial^ 
and financial importance of British GoInin< 
bia, and asked the leader of the govern- 
ment if he eohsldered that provinoe entitled 
bo as full a proporblonate representation and 
the same other rightn and privileges as are 
now enjoyed by the other provinoes. Speak- 
ing to his question the Senator from ViO' 
toria intimated that he Fi»'I no desire 'to' 
attribute any blame to oho government for 
what had been dene. His only deairo was 
to preea tho claims of his provinoe to rcpre- 
Hontation in the government. Ho gave a 
oomparatlvo statement of tbe population, 
imports, exports, revenue and the amount 
paid into the federal treasury to show tbab 
British Columbia on that baals had grounds 
for her claim to representation in the govern- 
ing coucnils of the country. 

The Senator pointed out how much more 
neoesaary ib was for an outlying provinoe 
like British Columbia to be represented in 
tho oabinet than for provinces nearer tho 
seat of government. He knew that it was 
the custom to keep, tbe newer provinces in 
leading strings ; bub thoughb the time had 
come when the Pacific provinoe should be 
accorded those privileges to which ib was 
entitled. He referred to tho unswerving 
loyalty with which the provinoe had sup- 
ported the administration, and said despite 
that faob political parasites from the 
elder provinoes had been given important 
poaitions which were denied the peoplie of 
British Columbia. The vast mining areas 
of the province, he said, needed only.fed'jral . 
assistance in the way of railway anbsldles to . 
open np districts of untold mineral wealth. '. 

Senator Prowse complained that the re- 
presentative of Prince Edward Island In tho 
cabinet. Senator Fergnaon, was given a 
position withonb portfolio. He, knew. that 
Senator FergQson did qdito m mndb work{v/ 
aa any member of the government and yet > 
he was not even allowed travelling expenses. 
He thought that poaitiona in the cabinet 
withonb portfolio should be given tbe 
wealthier niombers of the government from 
Ontario and Quebeo, and the more remuner- . 
atlve positions with executive duties and 
salaries given to tbe representatives from 
bhe outlying provinoes. 

Senator M.olnnea pointed out that British 
Columbia hs.d stronger claims to representa- 
tion in tho cabinet than Prince Edward 
Island, and warned the government that the 
next eleotioiiB would ahow how the. people of i 
that provinoe resented tiie treatment' ao-.'.. 
corded thea. 

Sir Maokanzle Howell deprecated tbo 
principle tha; the locality or provinoe from 
which a man came should give him any 
speoial qnallfioations for a cabinet position. 
He looked forward to the time when all 
provincial differences and claims would be 
obliterated and none but those best qualified 
on the' bread grounds of tbe general good 
wonld be considered eligible for a oabinet 
position. He pointed oub that the Confed- 
eration compact had been departed from ia 
order that tbe outlying provinoes should be 
given representation ab the council board. 
British Columbia, he aaid, had beneficed 
largely from the oonatrootion of the Cana> 
dian Paolfio railwajr, whioh received a laifge 
Federal assistance. Snlntantial , aid 
had also beon given to provinalal roads de- 
eigned to open up the vast mineral areai of = 
the provinoe ; a mteamalilp line to Japan and'. 
China, aided by federal grant, had its ter- 
minus In British Columbia, as had also an- 
other linr to the Australasian colonies. He- 
was looking forward to bhe time when the 
development of this trade would makei 
Canada tho great highway of the world. He 
was proud of the loyal aupporb the provinoe 
bad always given tbe Conservative admin- 
istration, and was confident that when the 
time came tho people of British Columbia 
would show that they wore still loyal to tha 
old flag and the old policy, ^ 



LAWYBB8 DISAGBSB. 

Choice Words in Court Lead to Blows and to 
a Judicial Ventilation of Grievances.

Tlie Cowlehan Indians Adopt a Series 
of Strong BesolatiooB Be?airdiD8r 
Game Frotection. 



Their Conteutlou Is That Fisliiiig: 
Be^nlations Should Ket Apply 
to AborJgrinea. 



The Cowlohan lodiana think that the 
Sahery regulation agalnat the use of weira in 
the rivera should noti apply to them. Owing 
to the case taken out agalnat the two In- 
dians at Dancan for placing weira illegally 
in the Cowlohaa river, the Indians have 
held a meeting at the lohool honae, Qaami- 
chan, and passed the following reaolations 
through their ohiefa : 

" We have always had tho right to take 
any fish by any means at any time in any 
of the waters of British Columbia, and wo 
want to preserve that right in its entirety. 
We formerly did not protest against the 
fjahery regulations — except last year — be- 
Oiuee their true ocdsb waa unknown to ua. 

" We claim that the fish is our property ; 
we own it by natural right, and therefore 
wo consider as unjust all government regu- 
lations depriving ua totally or partially of 
that right. Our history proves that we do 
not destroy the fish. On the other hand it is 
evident that the white population doea de- 
stroy it. The protective regniationa then 
should embrace the white people only, not 
the Indiana. 

" Wo do take fish for our daily use, to 
have a living, and we make use of all the tisb 
wa take ; the white population on the con- 
trary talte fish mostly for pleasure's sake 
and usually destroys the amall Sub by throw- 
ing it away. Oar weirs are built in suoh a 
way ihat none bub large seized flab >s oaught. 

" Now that we are aware of what wo 
claim to be nojuat rngnlatlons, we atrnngly 
proteeb and are decided to keep hold of our 
natural rights, were we to auffor imprison- 
ment. 

" Last year wo met to protest openly for 
tho first time, and through tho appreciated 
assistance of Right Rev. lilahop Lemmena 
and Hon. Theodore Davie, who presided at 
our meeting, and alao on account of the kind 
endorsement cf our protest by Mr. Vowcli 
and Mr. LomaB, the reg.ilations have not 
been enforced to tho letter. Unhappily this 
has been hut for a short time. Now 
that our righta are again (iiarcgardod, ve 
protB.jt more ptrn.,gly than .-ivar, and wo 
wish Mr. S. I'oi , y Mills to defend our cause 
in court. 

" Tho right wo claim to the fish wo also 
cluim to the giine, as both fish and game 
were tho daily food of our fathers and of as 

in former days, 

" The govornmont taking poaaession of 
our lands promiai'd to protect ui and to 
look after uo. Wo have on that account 
always been law abiding. They have, 
however, favored tho white people so far 
that now they are allowed to take the food 
from our mouth." 

Tho cato comes up to-morrow morning, 
and Mr. Mills, who dofenda tho Indians, left 
this morning for Duuoan to attend ro it.

A TIMELY DEATH. 

On Satnrday last the Roaobery Govern- 
ment resigned. lb had been in exlstenoe 
about fifteen months. Its oonstitntion bad 
been from the firi>c feeble and sickly. Tho 
party was by no means unanimoua in choos- 
ing Lord Roaebery as tho auoceasor of Mr. 
Glad'jtonn. The Radioala wanted to uinUo 
tkd abolition of the House of Lords the 
prinoipal plank In the platform of the new 
administration, bat they saw that this ouuld 
not be done very consistently while tho 
Liberals had a peer for a premier. 

Darinj; Lord Roaebery'a tenoro of ofEoo 
disaster baa folio ived disaster. Tho cares, 
anxieties and worries of his poaitioa were 
more than the Premier's oonstitntion ooald 
bear. His health failed and he has latterly 
been almost if not altogether an invalid. 
Except in the department of foreign affairs 
his administration baa been to a very great 
extent a failure. Hia foreign policy has 
bean on the whole vigorous and jadioloua, 
and in carrying it ont he has had the hearty 
and generous support of his opponents. 

With a divided party, growing weaker 
and weaker every month, it could hardly ba 
exnaoted that Lord Roaebery could do a 
groat deal towards carrying out tho Now- 
oaatle programme. Hia barren adminia- 
tratlon has not therefore disappointed oven 
those Liberals who believed in that pro- 
gramme. 

Lord Roaobery muat feel that hia defeat is 
B happy release. Had he remained in otfice 
a few montha longer ho could huvo done 
very little either at home or abroad that he 
oonld look upon with satisfaotion. W'ith a 
mutinonsBnddlBOontentedfoIlowing,and with 
the snro proapeot of defeat when an appeal 
should be mudn to the country, his lob and 
that of his coUoaguos in ottino would nul 
have been a havpy one. 

It is not quite three years since the last 
Gladstone administratlOB Was formed. Its 
majority wa.i very email and it did not in- 
orease while the Grand Old Man oooupied 
the position of leader. His Home Rule bill 
was aooepted by the Liberals without enbhu- 
siaam and they Biw it rejected by the House 
of Lords without regret. Since bis retire- 
ment the Liberal party has been without a 
head, and it aeeniB also at the same time to 
have lost heart. It Is bub the ghost of 
what it was in Parliament, and the general 
eleobion, which must take plaoe soon, will, 
we believe, show that it has greatly do- 
ollnod in the country. 

The nation will bail with joy the advent 
of Lord Salisbury to power. What the peo- 
ple want more than anything else just now Is 
a foreign policy which will place Great Bri- 
tain in her proper plaoe among the nations 
of tho earth and keep her there. This it Is 
believed Lord Salisbury Is able and willing 
bo do. 



l^bh the railway It Bad the '/egions adjacent 
will be valuable possesslon'i. 

There was a strong opposition to the con- 
struction of this road. The Little England 
party did what they 'jould to disoourago its 
projeotora and to oonvinca members of 
Prsrliament that to build it would be a waste 
of money. Thej were very nsarly snodees- 
fal, and the fs.vorable vote nf 249 to 51 
muat have been a aurprlso to many. 
Africa has become a favorite field 
for British eoterpriae. The Southern and 
liaatorn part of the oontinent is easy of ac- 
cess, and Mr. Cecil Rhodea haa done won- 
ders ia making its resources available. Ho 
has, Coo, projected a telegraph line which is 
to be carried along the whole length of the 
continent, from the Cape uf Good Hope to 
Egypt. A very oonaiderible part of this 
line is already erooted and in working order. 
We would not be at all surprised to learn 
that it was his energetlo representationa 
that overcame the opposition to the con- 
atruotlon of the railway line canneotiug 
Lake Nyanzi withtho Eastern coast. 

When thia line is built and In operation 
Atrioan slavery will receive its death blow. 
The Arab slave hunters will be met on their 
hunting grounds and the hunting parties 
will be intercepted on their journey to tho 
slave markets of tho North and ^Vost. 
Their business will be made both dangerous 
and unprciitablo, and it will not bo long bo- 
foru they will bo forced to give it up. Thin 
is a oonaummation devoutly to bo wished. 

18 MONEY SOAROE? 

People are always complaining that 
money is scarce. The great want of the 
time, very many are ready to say, ia 
more money. lb ia scarce with them and they 
not nnnaturally conclude it is scarce with 
everybody. This oomplainb is louder to-day 
ia the United States than in any other coun- 
try. Yet there are few countries so rich as 
the United States. The people there who 
aro bound to have more money b> hook or 
by orook can bo counted by the uilUlun. 
Some of these money-hungry people want 
the Government to print more greenbacks, 
and others want it to give them an unlimit- 
ed anpply of coined sliver. The question is, 
if the Governmenb complied with the 
wishes of all these people, would they 
be individually any richer? At the 
very time that they are complaining of the 
aoarolty of money there is more money i - 
the United States than ever Ibore was — 
more money than ean g«b profitable employ- 
ment. (This is what the New York Times 
of the 16bh, says In reply to the complaint 
that money is scarce : 

Ab the dose of the week In this city 
money was loaning on call at 1 percent., 
lime money at 1 per cent, to 2'^ per oent., 
and on mercantile paper from 'li bo 3 per 
oent. Tho London Economist in its latest 
number, June 8, says: "Owing to the 
increaaing abundance of money and the 
proapeot of greater superfluity ab bhe be- 
ginning of next month, the discount market 
has beoome weaker, and the quotation for 
the best three months' bills is down 
to 5 per cent." Then lb proceeda : 
" The loss of ' the expected outlet 
of our surplus money ' ia in tho Chi- 
noso loan, which has been taken 
in Paris and guaranteed by Russia." Turn- 
ing again to our own country we find by the 
bank Btatomenb of yeaterday that the Now 
York banks have oulatanding in loana (in 
round cumbors) S.'jUS, 000,000 aa againat 
S tGO.OOO.UOO a your ugo and t-410.000,000 in 
189.S ; ihut their deposits are $559,000,000 
againat $107,000,000 two yours iigo, and 
their resorvo $180,000,000 againat§110,000,- 
000 in 1803. Cl'ariy of money that can be 
borrowed on sound aeonrity there is no scar- 
city anywhere. 

On tho general question of a dearth of 
money Mr. Mulhall, who is allowed to be an 
authority on the subject of fiaance, said 
about a year ago in the Contemporary Re- 
view ; 

There never has been a greater delusion 
than the " acarolty of money." . . . , 
Tho world haa always aa much money as ib 
requires for the transaotiun of buelueBs, and 
should a larger supply of coin be needed 
bhore Is always at hand an immense reserve 
of uncoined gold (putting silver out of the 
question) as the estimated stocks of that 
motal show, viz :

AN A FRIG AN RAILWAY. 

The Parllamonb of Groab Britain has at 
last voted money for the construction of a 
railroad from Mombassa, on the Easb ooaet 
of Africa, to Lake Victoria Nyanza, (Ehls 
railroad is absolutely necessary to enable the 
British people to ublllze the splendid country 
in the interior whiuh the Government have 
oooupied and over which they havo ostab- 
llehod a protectorate. Tho country botwoen 
Like Kyanzi and the sea is almost com- 
pletely waterless for a great part of the 
year, and is infested by n fly which is fatal to 
boasts of burden. Merchandioe taken Into 
the Interior must be carried on men's baoke, 
oonsoquontly tho carriago greatly cxceedt 
tho first oosb of most commodities. 
To get tho produce of the country 
bo the sea by this means of trans- 
port would be simply Impossible. 
Ug:.nda, whioh Is northeast of Like Nyanza, 
is a fino oountry habitable by Europoms. 
lbs soil la rich and can bo made to yield 
many valuable tropical products. The 
natives are intelligent and for Africans on- 
berprlsiog. Bab wlbhoub the projeobed rail- 
way the oonnbry is uaeleai to Oreab Britain.

A DBLIBBRATB MURDER. 

The tradibional murderer is a villain of 
forbidding appearance who has "cub-throat" 
written on his countenance In the largest 
and tho ugliest characters. The actual 
murderer haa often u very diCTeronb nppear- 
anoo. He may be a amooth, oily, plauaiblo 
man or In may be an offhanded fellow, 
pleaaanti in speech and manner, or be may 
have the appearance of being a simple, 
honesb countryman, who it might be sup. 
poaod was never in the way of temptation 
and who never entertained an evil design 
against anyone. John HenderBhott, who 
was executed the other day in Ontario for 
deliberately planning the murder of his own 
nephew rfhat he might get the money for 
which he had insured the lad'a life, waa 
evidently a man of thia kind. He waa to 
all appearance nn honesb farmer who 
had lived a quiet, harmloaa life and 
who never aa much as dreamed of 
committing a crime. He could 
no doubt havo obtained the highest testi- 
monials from men of standing and character 
in that parb of tho country and from neigh- 
bora who had known him from boyhood. 
But this man who, from hia mode of life and 
bis antecedents, was as uulikely to be a mur- 
derer as anyone who oonld be mentioned, 
deliberately planned a most horrible murder 
aud set about efTcctlng it in tho coolest man. 
Dor possible. His victim, as wo have said, 
was his own nephew, with whom he had no 
quarrel and who, as fur aa la known, never 
offended him. When hie nephew quarreled 
with bis father and left home, John Hender- 
chott apparently befriended him 'and took 
him Into his service. (The lad had nob been 
long an inmate of his house when be Induced 
him to take out a policy of inburance for 
$11,000. Thia was done without a sus- 
picious thnughb on the part of the young 
man. The unole paid the preminm. - 

John Hendershott fonnd thab he could 
not accomplish his diabolical design without 
assistance, so be set about getting William 
D. Welter, who was tcourting one of hia 
daughtera, to help him. How ho prevailed 
upon thia young man to take part In so 
fearful a crime most be » mystery to every 
one. Young Hendershotb and Welter were 
great friends. There was no bad blood be 
tween the boys. Yet the passion for gain 
was BO great In young Woltor's breast that he 
w:«a prevailed upon by tho old man to murder 
bis companicn in open day and in cold blood< 
The horrible orlme waa oommlbted. lb b 
nob known whether the old man took 
parb in bhe aobnal killing of his nnsaB< 
peoting victim. There is an hour of the 
day unaccounted for in w')ioh he might 
hav-c been in tho grove when the crime was 
oommlbted. At any rate the lad was 
brutally murdered, and after a fair trial 
Hnderahott and Welter were found guilty 
and a week ago banged. No one can suy 
bhab bhe puniehmenb was not deserved.

Coal Supplies— Aid. Humpiirey Wants 
the Police Magistrate Made 
Coroner. 

When the miuutea of the former meeting, 
ab which tho waterworks contract waa 
awarded, wero read at the city council 
meeting last night, the Mayor ruled in re- 
ply to Aid. Maomillan's Inquiry, that a 
formal resolution, of which notlue muat be 
given, must be passed authorizing the fixing 
of tho city seal to the contract, as required 
by sec. S2 of the municipal act. Until this 
waa dono tho oontract could not b^ made. 

A lettor from the Secretary of the Do- 
piirtment of Agricult ure, Ottavya, road : 

I an; directed by !ho M!-.iistGr of Agri- 
culture to encloBO to you herewith a ohcque 
for §1,000 aa an aid for the support of lepers 
on Darcoy Island for the Saoal year ended 
June .30, 189-t The minister is informed 
that two of the seven lapors now on Darcey 
Island were sent by tho city of Vancouver 
at its charge. It is therefore tho desire of 
the minis''er and the condition on which 
this ohrquo Is sent that an amount propor- 
tionate to the expenditure of Vancouver for 
tho maintenance of the lepers placed on tho 
island by it, be allocated on this cheque for 
the benefit cf that oity." 

In the same connection a joint letter from 
Messrs. Earle and Prior, M.'s P,, stated 
that the dominion government had declined 
to taka over the lazaretto on the ground 
that Che doty belonged to the province. 

Au>. WiuuMS did not see why the Do- 
minion oould support a lazaretto on the 
Atlantic and yet refuse to take over the one 
on Darcijy island. He hoped tho matter 
would be pressed on the government again. 
The letters were filed. 

Another lettor from Drake, Jackson 3l 
Helmoken, giving the city a last chance to 
settle with Mr. Sorby for his oanseway 
plans before going to law, waa filed. Drake, 
Jaokson & Heltnckon alao wrote aaking the 
oity to take into oonaideration ths case of 
George Bridgoa, who Buatained serious 
injury by the broakiuK down off tho city 
water cart. This was referred to tho Mayor 
and City Bcrriaters. 

A communication from the Deputy 
Attorney-General stated In regard to tho 
complaint that Dr. Hasell allowed a body to 
He for five days in the morgue before hold- 
ing an inqueat, that tho coroner happened 
to bo out of town at the time. Tho atten- 
tion of the ieglslatnro would bo called to tho 
advisability of appointing a deputy coroner, 
next Beaslon. 

Ald. Hu.Mi'iiKKV said that this was what 
tho oity wanted, but he did not think » 
doctor should be appointed. There waa, ho 
bad been informed, soma ill-feeling between 
the iioroner and other medical men, aa the 
coroner had at times refused to accept tho 
death certificates of doctors quite as capable 
aa himself. He {.Wd, Humphrey) thought 
the polico magistrate would make a good 
coroner. The letter was filed. 

John Walsh's application to be admUted 
to the Old Men's Home was referred to the 
committee, In this conneotion the Mayor 
stated thac Aid. Cameron bad been ap- 
pointed on the Old Men's Homo committee 
in place of Aid. Wilson, who had resigned 
the chairmanship. 

Next came the petition, already published, 
from a large number of ratepayers asking 
for the calling of a public meeting to con- 
sider the waterworka contract, 

Ald. '-"AKTiiiiKiij remarked that ho had 
gone to several of tho gentlemen 
whoso names wore on tho petition 
and asked them to tako out injunction 
proceedings against the city as ho could not 
give his reaaoDB for voting for tho contraat, 
at a public mooting, or aa freely at a public 
meeting aa in a court of law. Ho hold up a 
document aed aaid that; if he even put half 
the information contained in it before a 
pul lio meeting, ho would put his home and 
businoBB in jeopardy. It would bo different 
in a court of law, however. 

Ai.i). BitAco was quite willing to have a 
public meeting, and hoped everyone would 
get a fair chance to speak. 

Ald. McLeli..an was quits prepared to 
go into the matter of bills of quantities and 
to give his reasons for acting aa he had, but 
would not go into anything that oould hurt 
any man's character. As for the stind he 
had taken he was quite prepared to do the 
aamo thing again. 

Tin: Mavoh remarked that ho would take 
aotion on tho petition to-day. 

Tho electric light coramittou i-ecommendod 
that R. Dunsmuir & Sons' offer to supply 
coal at $2,75 a ton for aix months bo ao- 
coptod. Superintendent Hutoheson report- 
ed that it was not advisable to light the 
agricultural hall by tho city'a systo,!! be- 
cause the lampa would have to bo supplied 
from I hose aheady in use ; the oxponso 
would be considerable ; 'jhere ia an olcctrio 
plant already on tho grounds, which no 
doubt the asaociation can use as in the past. 
The report waB adopted. 

The streets committee wero authorizad to 
pay S420 to A. J, Bechtel for encroachments 
on his property by Rock Bay bridge ; the 
library committee were given $250 with 
which to purchase hooka ; -and Aid. Macmil- 
lan announced that he could find no sec- 
onder (or the proposed haok stand by-law. 

Aid. Bragg's resolution to allow a public 
night school to be opened, provided the 
funds oame out of the school board appro- 
priations, provoked a long diacusBlon, In 
which Aid. Humphrey, Brai(g, WllllamB, 
MoLeiian and McMillan participated, and 
was ultimately rejected on a division, only 
Aid. Bragg, Partridge and Cameron voting 
" aye."

To Tin-; KniTOK : — Would you kindly give 
•■paco in your valuable paper for a slight 
correation. In the isBuo of Sunday, 2,'ird, 
under " Nowa of tho Province," I an, re- 
prooeated aa having aaid I was in favor cf 
butter being in sealed tina. I am not in 
favor of that mode of packing butter, for tho 
reason that there ia no demand for It lu that 
kind of package. I am in favor of any 
paokago thab suits the trade, but I certainly 
do nob recommend anything that ia not 
wanted. 

I may add my trip to the province Ib 
purely a business one, solely to learn the re- 
quirement of the British Columbia markets 
for dairy produce from Manitoba, I have 
fonnd everyone interested alive to business 
and ready and willing to give me all the in- 
formation required, and such information as 
will be very beneficial to the Manitoba 
dairymen. 

I may also say that there have 
been established ia Manitoba, by the 
aid of the Provinoial government, a large 
number of oreamertes and oheese factories, 
These factcries are all first-olass baildings 
and thoroughly equipped with all the latest 
improved machinery, and are in every 
respect equal to the beat constructed fac- 
tories in tho Eastern provinces. In conse- 
quence of this British Columbia may rest 
aisured of getting the 6ncat butter and 
cheese from Manitoba that can bo produced 
in this Dominion. 

Manitobans aro alive to tho fact that 
this province is naturally adapted for dairy- 
ing, and thoy aro dotormlnod to put forth 
every effort to .develop tho dairy induatr^, 
as in that a goodly portion of the future 
wealth of the province Ilea.

Derelict Sighted Fonr Days From the 
Cape— Sau Francisco Feels British 
Colnmbla CompettfJon. 



Steameblp Chittagong, Captain D^vcy, 
the pioneer veesel of the 0. R. & N. cranB- 
Paolfio line, oporarod by Samuel Samuela & 
Co., of Yokohamu, arrived horo on her first 
trip at daybreak yesterday. Being u alow 
veaael she made an UDUeaally long pnsoage, 
the time of whioli, aooording to Furaor 
B.abop'a reokoniDg, waa 17 days 19 huura 
and 20 minntea. The weather on tho voy- 
age wae anything but pleasant, and this, to- 
gether with the Captain's nOD-faniili'^rity 
with this coast, prolonged tho trip, At G 
o'clock on Sunday evening the ship waa re- 
ported from Carnianah Point, but tho en- 
gines were slewed down lo roiDimum speed 
in Older that port might be reached at day- 
light. In tho direct course of navigation, 
ond about four days' steaming from Cipo 
Flattery, tho turned-turtle wreck uf whut 
appeared to he a large sailing veoorl waa 
sighted in the distance, but nob close 
enough for recognition. This waa the only 
objeut of interest sighted on tho voyogo. 
The Chittagong is a tramp c^rgo vessel, 
bub in point of eoonoiMy and 
carrying capacity answers well the 
purp'iae of hor charterera. She 
WJB built in the North of England about 
•ivo years ago, and has since men visited 
most poiots of the compass. Hor most re- 
cent sailings h;wa been from Cardiff to Port 
Said, colli laden ; from Port Said to the 
Black Sen, in h illaat ; thence to tho Phil- 
lipiuo lalaids, Iidenwith parafEno ; from 
there to Hongkong, with sugar ; and thence 
here. She is ownud by Corlield & Co., Car- 
d.fif, »nd ia now under charter for her present 
run for atx mouths. In appearance the ves 
■al la not very handsome, bat what she laolia 
in beauty she makes up for otherwlae, There 
are three am&Il upper deoka, forward and aft 
of the bridge deob being two freight hatohee. 
A aplendtd feature of the ehlp'a internal ar- 
rangement is the apaoiouB engine room, in 
whtob one findaoo disooDifortfrom exceeaive 
and "atuffy " heat. The engines, which are 
marked "Blair & Co., Ltd., Stookton-on- 
Teaa," are among the largest of tho kind 
made. They are compound, right-hand.'!d, 
of 140 nominal h.p. , and with 80 pounds of 
maximum ateam pi-egauro develop G3 revo- 
Intiona per minute. They work very 
amoothly, and an advantage enjoyed 
In their working ia an absence of 
water. The vessel's gear is reversible, 
partly asaiatod by ateam. There are two 
valvea in oonneotion with the starting gear, 
a apeoialty of great convenience. There .%re 
but one aet of pumps and two boilers, the 
latter having six oiroalators and a surface 
condenser. Three donkey engines supply 
all the auxiliary power required. The ship 
is 285 feet long by feet beam, and ia 1,241 
tons register. She has a carrying capacity 
of 3,000 tone, and this was all utilized on 
her present trip. It waa taken up prin- 
cipally by tea, there being little cargo for 
Victoria. The Chiltagoeg brought twelve 
Chinese passengers, all for Victoria, besides 
a few people in the cabin, one of whom, Mr. 
L. B. Worcester, a missionary, was here 
last January. The following is tho ship's 
complement) of ofBoors : Captain, Divcy ; 
mate, Hughes ; second officer, Mike Dono- 
van ; purser. Bishop ; first engineer, Wil- 
son ; socond, Murray ; third, Sprow ; and 
fourth, Panton. Purser Bishop ia well ac- 
quainted here, he having been ohicf Btcward 
on the ateamahip Taooma for aome time 
prevloua to bia present eng&geinent. The 
Chittagong left for Portland last evening 
where, after disobarging her present freight, 
ahe will load her outward oargo. Afcer- 
warda afae will retnrn far ooal, cargo and 
paaaenaera. Tbe Aalonn ia the next vesael 
of the line to arrive; she loaves the Orient 
aboob the end of the preaonl! month. The 
San Franoiaco line ia evidently feeling very 
keenly the e£faot8 of the competition of Via- 
toria'a three Oriental linea, for the Exam- 
ioer of last Thursday publiahea the follow- 
ing in this connection : " The Pacific Mail 
Steamship Company ia casting about lor 
Homo way of improving the Chlaa and tho 
Panama linea. The Bteamab.ip line estab- 
lished by the Canadian Pacific railroad from 
Vanoouver, the Northern Pacifio railroad's 
line from Taooma, and now the now lino 
from Portland, have all cut into tho Pacific 
Mail Company's China trade so that something 
will have to be done to save trade for this 
port. The cfliclals of the company have been 
figuring for sime months on improvini? the 
service, and while they have agreed upon u 
plan, the details are yet to bo completed. 
[Two new vessels are to be added to the China 
line and two of the present China lino vps- 
eels are to be put on tho Panama line. The 
overage tonnage of the veasels on tho Pana- 
ma line is loss than 2,500, while tho China 
line atoamors run from 4,000 to 5,000. The 
China and City of Pekin of tho China line 
are good vessels of tho larger tonnage, whilo 
the Paru and City of Rio Janeiro are small- 
er. The Utter are the two vessels that will 
fall tJ the Panama lino when the change is 
trade. Owing to the shorter routo tho Can- 
adian Paciflo is enabled to make bet'er time, 
and it is rapidly coaxing away from San 
Franolaoo the through travel to and from 
the Oriant, No one was qoioker to see thia 
than Gsneral Manager Sohwerin, and he 
waa determined to improve the China line. 
To do thia properly will require tho build- 
ing of two new fast vessels, . Thie will take 
a year or moio, so Mr. Sohwerin will char- 
tor suitable vessels until the new ones can 
bo oonutruoted. Tho difliculty that has 
been experienced has beeu in eoonring ves- 
eels that meet tho demand. When tho 
proper steamers are found the change will 
bo made. Tho Dorio will take the place of 
tho Oooaaio on the Occidental and Oiiontal 
lino. She Is a steel steamer -l.'iO foot x 44x 
31 (! ; carries four masta, schooner rigged, 
and has three decks, two of which aro stonl. 
Sho waa built in 1881! at Holfaab for tho 
Whitn Star lino, and ia now plying between 
New /Coaland and London. Prior to going 
into her new trade she will bo thoroughly 
ovorhoulod and retitted at San Franoiaoo."
